T he plan approved is at variance w ith the m ap plotted by th e I n ­ 
terstate Com m erce Com mission w hich schem ed five system s in this te r­ 
ritory. 
A fifth wheel would be superfluous and the four-system plan 
covers th e situ atio n efficiently and from th e point of view of needed 
earnings is m ore practical. 
T here are local objections to both plans and no plan would be* 
Universally satisfactory. 
But th e advantages outw eigh the disadvantages 
in every case. 
Sim plification of the railroad stru ctu re is m uch needed, 
lfo r can th e process of consolidation and co-ordination stop here if the 
roads are to survive th e cu rren t revolution in tran sp o rtatio n . 
T he spur of com petition is a good thing for public service, but it is 
n ot the only reliance, nor even an essential, in the A m erican system of 
regulation, and when com petition is unnecessary and costly as com pared 
w ith consolidation, it is a handicap. 
It is no longer necessary to m ake 
business render satisfactory service. 
Business conditions can do th a t 


adm irably well.

Jury Retires While Argu­ 
ments Over Letters Are

CHICAGO, Oct. 8.—Legal debate 
over the admission of documentary 
evidence amounting to a confession 
that A1 Capone, the country’s “big 
shot” racketeer, had never paid a 
dime of income taxes was staged in 
federal court today at the trial ot 
Capone for alleged tax evasion 
The controversy between lawyers 
came when the first witness of the 
day, George G. Slentz. chief of the 
power of attorney section of the bu­ 
reau of internal revenue at W ash­ 
ington, D. C., was put on the stand 
to identify letters from the govern­ 
ment's files. 
Various objections were immedi­ 
ately raised by Capone's lawyers 
with the result that Judge James H. 
Wilkerson Instructed the jury to re­ 
tire while, he heard the arguments. 
Slentz had been handed a letter 
granting Lawrence B. Mattingly, an 
attorney of Chicago and Washing­ 
ton. power of attorney to represent 
Capone in income tax matters. This 
power was drawn up on March 22, 
1930, and was for the purpose of en­ 
abling the gang chieftain to straight­ 
en out his affairs with Uncle Sam. 
Letter Is Storm Center. 
This letter was the storm center 
of a legal controversy a week before 
the trial opened when attorneys for 
Cfapone attempted to obtain it un­ 
der a bill of particulars. 
At that 
time Judge Wilkerson denied Ca­ 
pone’s counsel the communication. 
In the letter the statem ent is 
made that “Mr. Capone has never 
filed an income 
tax 
return"—a 
statem ent regarded as vital by the 
lawyers for the government. In the 
communication 
Capone 
was 
de­ 
scribed as eager to make adjust­ 
ments with the government on his 
civil liabilities. 
Mattingly 
had 
correspondent*'' 
with the Internal Revenue Bureau 
in Washington with reference to 
the adjustm ent of Capone’s income 
taxes. 
He also had a conference 
with the Bureau of Internal Rev­ 
enue at Chicago. 
At that confer­ 
ence Capone is said to have adm it­ 
ted he owed the government taxes 
for years back and was willing to 
make an adjustment. 
In one of his letters to Washing­ 
ton, Mattingly said he wanted Ca­ 
pone treated “as any other delin­ 
quent taxnayer.” 
He also pointed 
out that CaDone’s affairs were such 
that it would be difficult to deter­ 
mine his income. 
He also termed 
Capone’s records as “inadequate" 
and in some cases absent. 
Capone Interested 
Capone, sitting amid his lawyers, 
listened to the discussion of the at­ 
torneys over the Mattingly commun­ 
ications with unconcealed interest 
Capone, as usual was on time for 
court this morning—in fact, ahead 
of time. 
Capone wore a salt and pepper 
suit and a brow*n and white tie.

6. To give every boy and girl an 
opportunity to develop his capacity 
for melody invention, and to write 
original songs and melodies, there­ 
by stim ulating and giving expres­ 
sion to his own musical thoughts. 
7. To see th a t every boy or girl 
who is talented in musical perform ­ 
ance shall have 
an opportunity for 
its cultivation.

essential in

rounded life. 
The progressive school in regard 


to 
music is 
in reality 
a “singing 
school” with much good singing in ; 
every grade and a keen enjoym ent j 
of songs because of the atm osphere j

The i 
proper use of the voice 
in

| childhood, until and during adol- ; 
escence. is the most im portant prob­ 
lem of vocal music teaching in the 


j schools. 
Children 
inevitably

! good or bad vocal habits which car­ 
ry over until adult life. 
Habits of 
posture, breathing, diction, phrasing 
and tone production acquired 
in 
! childhood improve or m ar the adult 
voice. 
In the prim ary grades we aim to 
! give the child the use of his sing­ 
ing voice and pleasure in song as a 
m eans of expression.

[ velop in him a feeling for rhythm . 
Daily individual work with Listeners 
| (children who cannot sing in tunc

An abundance of rote-songs, folk

gives every child a good rhythm ical 
| beginning.

The singing of songs is the most 
j attractive feature of the music per-

and difficulty. Two part songs arc 
I taken up in the fourth and fifth 
grades and three part singing begins 
in the sixth grade.

Those who have been successful in

stricted just to formal courses con­ 
sisting of listening lessons with the 
victrola or the radio.

The Junior and Senior High School 
The big vocal problem in the ju n ­

Only the skill­ 
ful teacher is able to help success­ 
fully boys and girls over this diffi­ 
cult step in their musical develop- 
¡ment. The boy soprano gradually 
¡loses his upper tones so th at he

prano or first alto. Nor should he 
be encouraged to sing low tones un- 
| til his speaking voice as well as his

Good choral m aterial suited to the 
ability and the comprehension of 
the students is provided beginning 
with three and four part songs in 
junior high school and progressing 
to six and eight part choruses in the 
i senior high school. 
This m aterial is 
: not only fine musically but it has a 
¡text worthy of the interest and ap ­ 
preciation of the students. 
A great 
deal of a capella singing is done and 
glee clubs for both girls and boys 
are fostered in the junior as well as 
i in the senior high schools. Trios, 
¡quartettes and solo work are also 
encouraged. 
Students in junior and senior high 
! schools do not enjoy a choral per­ 
iod which is conducted in a sloppy 
or indifferent m anner. 
But they do 
enjoy singing for the teacher who 
loves good music herself, who is p ar­ 
ticular about the

choral singing such as intonation, 
phrasing, diction and tone quality 
and who can show the students how

There is nothing wrong 
with either the music or the stud­ 
ents—it is the teacher who makes or 
breaks good choral singing in our 
public schools.
